to men in the pilot .''Cat. we remain in the 
infancy of space flight 
Not only thousands of miles but many 
more billions of dollars for preliminary 
expeditions stand between man and the 
moon 
lf 
Astronauts 
Gordon 
Cooper 
and 
Charles Conrad are able to complete 
their eight-day mission, the Ended States 
will have edged ahead of the Soviet 
Union in this costly and highly compe­ 
titive race to the moon. 
Rut the propaganda and prestige gains 
of beating the Russians’ five-day space 
flight record are not the primary consid­ 
erations of the Cooper Conrad expedition. 
Their mission is to enlarge our know­ 
ledge about maneuverability and weight­ 
lessness in space, both key factors in 
space exploration. 


Even 
though their orbital 
marathon 
does not include the drama of a walk 
in space, such as performed last .lune 
by Maj. Edward White, the two astro­ 
nauts 
are

periments than ever before attempted. 


AND IN EACH subsequent flight in the 
Gemini program, our astronauts will be 
assigned increasingly difficult and more 
scientifically rewarding tasks. 
This is essential before man goos rock­ 
eting off to the moon and no amount of 
pressure from Soviet space gains should 
deter this nation from a deliberate and 
painstaking calculation of each step along 
the way.

The hurricane season is on 
and before the end of Novem­ 
ber every woman in the United 
States named Anna, Betsy. Car­ 
ol. Debbie or Eleanor is apt to 
find herself identified with a 
vicious, 
spinning, 
dread 
and 
devastating tropical storm. 
Those are the first five of the 
21 female names chosen by the 
Weather Bureau as fitting des­ 
ignations for the hurricanes of 
1965. 
Rased on history and not fore­ 
casts, the remaining names — 
Frances. Gerda. Hattie. Inga, 
Jenny. Kara, Laurie. Martha, 
Netti Orva. Peggy, R h o d a, 
Sadie, Tanya. Virgy and Wan­ 
da — have less chance of being 
bandied about. 
Since 1866 when scientists be­ 
gan attempting to track hurri­ 
canes in the Atlantic area, an 
average 
of 
five 
hurricane- 
strength storms has struck the 
mainland United States every 
year. 
It was in 1953 that the Weath­ 
er Bureau hit on the idea of 
naming storms for women on 
the 
grounds 
that 
women’s 
names are short, clear and easy 
to remember and that their use 
would thus help to eliminate 
confusion in the transmission of 
vital information. 


WHY NAMES like Abe. Bob. 
Charles. Dave, and Eddie would 
not be just as easy to remem­ 
ber was never explained 
Rut 
no wave of protest has come 
from the nation’s female popu­ 
lation 
and 
the 
p r a c t i c e 
continues. 
This year the watchwords are 
"Look out for Carol and Deb­ 
bie." The third and fourth, or 
C and 1). storms of a season, 
history shows, are most likely to 
he the toughest. Diane of Au­ 
gust, 1955, caused about $830 
million in damages and killed 
some 200 persons. Carla of 1961, 
with winds of 150 miles an hour, 
gusts of 173 miles an hour and 
a span of 400 miles, was the 
biggest hurricane to hit the U.S. 
in this century. Donna landed 
in New York Sept. 12. 1960. and 
in eight hours had caused $20 
million in damage in the New 
York harbor area alone 
the 
worse such hurricane attack in 
thp city’s history 
Ironically. 1955 s Diane, and 
hpr colleague. Connie, broke one 
of 
the 
longest 
and 
costliest 
droughts ever to plaque the 
northeastern United States. Hur­ 
ricane Connie struck the area 
first, on Aug 12. unleasing tor­ 
rential rains 
Diane hit along 
the cost six days later, on Aug 
19. dumping more heavy rains 
on already soaked grounds and 
swollen rivers 
Some 250 lives were lost in 
the 
massive floods 
that 
fol­ 
lowed Hardest hit were the Del­ 
aware River Valley and Connec­ 
ticut 
What s in store for the nation 
this season is something no one 
can predict despite the Weather 
Bureau’s extensive investments 
in electronic, space and auto­ 
mated equipment 


THE 
HURRICANE 
season 
technically, stretches from June 
I through Nov 30. thp period 
when 
hurricane warning sys­ 
tems are in operation But the 
worst months in the following 


order, are September, August 
and October. 
The U.S. cities hardest hit in 
past years have been Miami 
and Key West, but other cities 
are far from immune. 
This year, in its efforts to de­ 
tect hurricanes, the Weather Bu­ 
reau will rely heavily on the 
weather reconnaissance 
satel­ 
lites. 
Ten 
of 
these 
orbiting 
weather stations, which photo­ 
graph the earth’s cloud covers, 
have been launched since 1960 
and four are still functioning. 
The data they provide has con­ 
tributed to the most effective 
storm 
detection 
system 
yet 
devised. 
It's in the refinement of hur­ 
ricane warning systems that the 
U.S. Weather Bureau has made 
the greatest strides. These plus 
the 
better 
evacuation 
plans, 
.sparked by the Weather Bu­ 
reau’s prodding, have contrib­ 
uted to a sharp downward trend 
in hurricane death tolls. 
The four hurricanes that hit 
the U.S. last year caused 49 
deaths, but the Weather Bureau 
/■lies statistics of past years 
from storms of similar nature. 
to show that the death toll would 
have been much higher had the 
public not been warned. 
Along with the satellites, the 
National 
Hurricane 
Research 
Laboratory in Miami is turning 
more and more to computers for 
aid in detecting and defining 
hurricanes. A tropical storm be­ 
comes a hurricane, in Weather 
Bureau terms, when its winds 
exceed 74 miles an hour 


IT’S HOPED that computers 
will some day report, 
instan­ 
taneously, in the form of a map, 
graph or even musk, a hurri­ 
cane's intensity, course, area 
covered and where it will be in 
the next 12 hours. 
At this time, however, thp 
weatherman's best aids in hurri­ 
cane forecasting are still the re­ 
connaissance planes that fly into 
the eye of the storms and mea­ 
sure their strength 
Project 
Stormfury, 
a 
joint 
Navy - Weather Bureau opera, 
tion, which was launched on 
July 28 and runs until Oct 
I, 
is designed to lest man s abil­ 
ity to tame the .swirling circu­ 
lar storms betore they strike 
land 
It involves seeding clouds with 
silver iodide crystals to encour­ 
age supercooled water to freeze 
and fall and thus release some 
of the heat stored in the clouds 
while the hurricane is still at 
sea. Similar projects have been 
tried over the past two decades, 
hut none was as amibitious as 
Project Stormfury which, ac­ 
cording to the Weather Bureau 
in Washington, may involve up 
to 17 planes at one time

ground rule forbids the seeding 
of any hurricane that

36 hours
